In response to Defense's original proposal 
that VOA activities be curtailed, State has tabled NSC 137/1 suggest- 
ing that the question be referred to an ad hoc committee Including 
particularly the President' s Teleco mmunications Advisor {Mr. Haradan 
Pratt}* Mr. Wiener (by Mr.^H^I has pointed out that curtailment 
of VOA would hurt our propaganda^ o/SI agrees that Soviet jamming 
capabilities present a grave problem for our military communications, 
and urgas that this sub j set be gene into as a natter of high priority. 

*2. NSC 11*1 ( the paper on foreign aid) . This 25X1 A9a 
was circulated on 26 January* It raises basic policy questions of 
high urgency* 

3* NBC 112 Progress Report (Disarmament Position) , This was 
circulated on 26 January* It says that technical studies are in pro- 
gress and that your special committee has reported* 

*k* BS ff 10k/2 Progress Report (East-West trade) * This was oir- 
<rtlated on 26 January, Ii is a very dialled account of developments 
frtn 1 July through 1 November, with an Appendix dealing with intel- 
ligence support* It makes no recommendations on the basic policy, 
which is generally considered to provide only very loose guidance* 

5* NBC 85 Progress Report (PM Action against Agression) . This 
was circulated onz6 January. The first part of this policy has been 
substantially carried out by the "Uniting for Peaoe tt resolution 
passed by the UN in September 1950, liov to get more actual troop 
support is the question. 
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6* M8Q 79 (US Wmr ObjBctlveg and Conditions for * Pbaoefal 
gftUyntnf with the USSR ). fbia project Sag 'two parte. the! report 
Ju.t latelai’cy' Siate'covers only the war objectives. It has bean 
referred to an ad hoc oommittee of State, Defense, JUS, and ourselves, 
to which I have^Teen ' designated » Apparently State intend* that the 
second phase* on conditions for a peaceful settlement, wiXl await 
action on the first* State* s report is a long assay that raises 
questions that take a lot of thought.

This has been hung 
up sine* Jfune* dhlefiy on the «nbargc^-l>£oe^ade point* In September, 
it was deferred pending the outcome of the tripartite talks with 
the British and French on military problems in Southeast Asia. 

State thinks the next more is up to Defense* Query whether it is 
now desired to treat this as a separate subject, apart firm overall 
Pacific policy (i*e., by revision of fc3C U3/5 car by a wholly new paper). 

8, M8C 97/2 (Middle Bast Oil )* A very thorough factual report 
by PAD cm "tie overall' petroleum situation was tabled in December, and 
on January 8 the Council directed ODM to prepare policy recommenda- 
tions . the Middle East policy question — relative cost of ensuring 
availability of ME oil or of offsetting its loss — has been hsld in 
abeyance pending these recommendations*
